SAWDUST 


Modern Discovery For the Vtlllxatlon of a 


Heretofore Vuiltau OflM. 


One of tbe methods whereby profit baa 


been made from •aWfrdtist ia the mann; 


fnotnre from it of oialio acid, which it 
a simple prooosa, prodnoing n material 
in wide commercial demand in the ait 
of dyeing and other chemical arts. Aa 
intimated, the process IB hot only siin 
pie, but the outfit for condnoting it does 
not involve a large investment. The 
principles involved are not complicated, 
and the process 'can be carried, ont by 
cheap labor under the superintendence 
of a fairly intelligent director. 


Oxalic acid is frequently met with 


in the vegetable kingdom, especially in 
combination with gases •which destroy 
its poisonous character. Oxalate of lime 
is i'onud in considerable quantity in the 
rhtibarb plant. Oxalate' of potash is 
found in tho sorrel, and oxalate of soda 
In salicornia and sal soda. Formerly the 
acid was obtained from the sorrel, Oxalis 
acetosella, but moro recently from sugar 
by the action of nitric acid upon it. 
The nitric acid and sugar are boiled for 
some time, then evaporated to dryness, 
and thooxalio aoid formed is purified by 
crystallization from water. 
A much 


cheaper material than sugar is sawdust. 
In this case an alkali must be employed 
instead of an acid, as well as at a high- 
er temperature. The operation is con- 
ducted in an iron vessel of suitable size 
and shape, and either caustio soda 01 
potash is employed, the yield being 
greater with the latter. 
" 


Some recent experiments made go to 


prove that a mixture of 40 parts of caus- 
tic potash to GO parts of caustio soda 
will produce as large a yield as when 
potash alone is used, provided the opera- 
tion be performed in shallow vessels 
with thin layers of tho material, avoid- 
ing as far as possible the fusing of tho 
mass. Soft woods, such as pine and fir, 
produce larger quantities of oxalio aoid 
than hard wood liku onk. The propor- 
tion of tho wood to alkali should not 
exceed 75 to 100, and the temperature 
should bo about 480 degrees P.—Phila- 
delphia Press.

This 
enables ihe Now England manufacturer 
to maintain control of the homo market, 
and the cheap material enables him to 
compete abroad with the English man- 
ufacturer. The New England manu- 
facturer is satisfied with this arrange- 
ment. It is what he has been demand- 
ing for years, though he feared to em- 
phasize his demands because it would 
l urn tho wcol growers of the'west 
against him. He has it now and while 
he ciies out occasionally against the 
present tariff and sheds crocodile tears 
in feigned sympathy with the wool- 
growers, ho is delighted with free wool 
und a tariff on woolen goods, as the 
latter gives him control of the home 
market and free wool enables him to 
make cloth as cheap as tbo European 
manufacturers. Now he is increasing 
the wages of his employes and if he 
ran only convince the latter that tho 
free coinage of silver would rob them 
of one-half their wages he will be su- 
premely happy. He wants cheap wool, 
cheap cotton and cheap wheat, and the 
appreciation of gold, by making it the 
Hole standard of value, gives hini what 
h» desires.

What an Energetic Citizen Hat Done 


Toward Promoting It-^BIng Method* 
of Bearing the Market. 
The recent advance in the price of 


beef cattle has benefltted Nevada cat- 
tle men to the extent of thousands of 
dollars, and had it occurred earlier in 
the year it would -have been still more 
beneficial. The general cause of the 
advance is the scarcity of beef cattle, 
and the local causes are the action of 
the cattle owners in exercising discre- 
tion, which they did not do a year ago, 
and the energy of John Sparks, who 
has shipped a number of trainloads of 
cattle east. These cattle would have 
given the San Francisco buyers oppor- 
;unity to bear the market and keep 
prices a cent or two per ppund lower 
ihan they now are. 


A year ago last fall the San Francisco 


cattle ring had a census taken at the 
expense of the cattle men, of all the 
beeves in the country. Cattlemen were 
uvited to send their names, places of 
residence and number ot cattle which 
they intended "to market to certain 
papers for publication.* The unsus- 
iBoting stockmen were led to believe 
,hat it would benefit them to do so and 
;hey complied with the request. The 
cattle sharks were furnished with the 
nformation they desired and 
they 


diTided the territory among themselves 
md compelled the cattle owner to come 
:o their terms. The cattle men saw 
.hrough the game after awhile aud dis- 
covered that they bad beeu sold. That 
game could not be played again last 
all so a new one was tried. It was 
•reclaimed in certain papers about 
election time that tens of thousands of 
•attle were being imported from Mex- 
co in consequence of low tariff; that 
Nevada baet cattle would be sold for a 
onsr, -and that bay ' in consequence, 
would be unsaleable. This was to have 
be double effect of frightening the 
Cattlemen so that they would sell at 
any price offered, and causing ranchers 
who had hay, to dispose of it for what 
hey could 'get. Now, when too late, 
hey see the points in that game, and 
will not be taken in by it again. No 
Iqubt some other method will be de- 
ised next fall for giving the cattle 
riug the advantage.

SOME INTEREST'NG LAMPS 


Toy BUiiy Incandescent Lights That Aw 


Real Wondirs. 


Eleotrio lamps arc made of all sues, 


from 100 candle power and over down 
to one-half candle, but the small ones 
are decidedly the most interesting and 
picturesque At a largo factory there is 
a special deportment devoted to decora- 
tive and miniature lamps of all shapes 
and colors, curious and beautiful There 
are "candelabra" lamps, much used for 
lighting private residences, and •which 
are generally ten candle power. Some 
of them are pear shaped, while otlieib 
are long and tapering and of aii extreme- 
ly graceful form 
They are often fitted 


to receptacles concealed in imitation 
candles and while they have all tho 
warmth and elegance of the old fashion- 
ed was tapers they give a far steadiei 
and brighter light 
One,of the most 


Striking styles is tho "flame" lamp, 
which is a narrow cone of glass, twisted 
spirally and frosted -It has tho beauties 
of a brightly burning flame, with none 
of tho drawbacks. 


There is the eight candle power 


"kinetoscope" lamp, which illuminates 
the photographs on the rapidly moving 
tellnlozd strip in Edison's remarkable 
picture gallery. A one candle power 
lamp 19 need for night work in tele- 
phone exchanges. One is placed in each 
panel of the switchboard and lights up 
whenever a call comes to its territory 
and stays lighted until the call is an- 
swered, so that one or two operators can 
easily manage all the night business 
wherever it is not very heavy 


Many varieties of lamps are arranged 


to take their current from batteries. 
Among these is the one caudle power 
miner's lamp, of a flat shape, with 
metal loops at top and bottom, so that 
it cau be hooked upon springs in the 
miner's lantern and held steady. The 
lamp and the battery together are not 
heavy. Then there are bicycle lamps, 
microscope lamps, and lamps for medical 
and dental work 
Some of the lamps 


used for illuminating the interior of the 
month, throat and nose are extremely 
small, generally cylindrical in shape, 
a quarter inch or less in diameter and 
from half an inch to an inch long But 
the tiniest of all is the "pea" lamp, a 
gloss sphure one-quarter of an inch in 
diameter.—Gassier's Magazine.
